The prior art of record does not appear to teach or suggest a method for connecting users 
to a first communication network, automatically generating a user prompt to commence the 
identified interactive activity when a message is received by a device not connected to the first 
communication network, automatically connecting an interactive device to the first 
communication network, and commencing the identified interactive activity.
